MRS. TIL/TON’S TESTIMONY. 
ANOTHER BRIEF SCRAP. 

New Tonk, Aug. 3.—A summary of the long 
examination of Mrs. Tilton on Friday evening 
before the Investigating Committee is published 
this morning, and it is claimed to have been 
obtained directly from the best sources of in- 
formation. Mrs. Tilton testified that she told 
Miss Anthony the story of all the accusations 
made by her husband, and especialiy deciared to 
her that Mr. Tilton accused her of infidelity with 
several other gentlémen of Brooklyn besides 
Mr. Beecher. Mrs. Tilton claimed and assured 
Miss Anthonv that there was 

NOT A BIT OF TRUTH IN THE ACCUSATIONS, 
and she never gave her the least reason to assert 
that she had confessed toany act of wrong-doing. 
Miss Anthony, in turn, informed Mrs. Tilton 
of certain ats of infidelity on the part of 
Mr. Tilton. Mr. Tilton seemed to have a sort of 
mania for dinning into ber ears his belief that 
Mr. Beecher was guilty. He used repeatedly to 
take down the Bible and read toher the passage : 
But I say unto you that whosoever looketh on 
a woman to lust after her hath committed adul- 
ory with ber iu his heart,” and would then say, 
“There, Elizaneth, don't you see Mr. Beecher 
is guilty of adultery ?” Mrs, Tilton, being asked 
if she had the thought of adaltery in her mind 
when in that letter she referred to her sin, 
answered that she had not the least thought of 
that kind. When Mrs. Tilton was removed from 
the troubles of ber home end the unhappy m- 
fluence of her husband's treatment, her thoughts 
were free to consider scrupulonsly what reason 
there had been for her busband’s perversity, and 


she realized then, as never before, how she had 


allowed her love fot Mr. Beecher to supplant her 
love for her husband, aud expressed deep con- 
trition for it.

EFFECT OF THE BROOKLYN SCAN- 
DAL UPON CHRISTIANITY. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Sm: In an editorial in one of the city papers 
of Sunday last, the writer refers to the probable 
effect upon the Christian Church of the lately 
wide-spread and deplorable Brooklyn scandal, 
and makes use of the following language: It 
is impossible for the Church to experience such 
a scandal and move on without any trouble; it 
is quite probable that, not trouble alone, but 
serious disaster, may follow ; and it is not at all 
impossible that it will prove the first of a series of 
revelations that will send the Church to Carly 
destruction and complete annihilation.” And 
again: To all intents and purposes, so far 
as the present argument is concerned, the Church 
is like @ political party. . . The power of 
a party has frequentiy been destroyed through 
the bad acts of a few of its representatives. 
Why may not the Charch be destroyed in the 
same way? . A party that produces 
traitors and thieves is ruined. What shall sur- 
tain a Church that produces liars and fornica- 
tors?” 

The writer says mach more that is not to my 
purpose, and which I can hardly even glance at 
in the mite of this article. Had the word 
Church been used by him simply to desiguate 
that particular congregation amongst the mem- 
bers of which this revolting scandal has been 
brought to light, his whole article might have 
passed unnoticed. But, since he deems that all 
Christian reugions, as designated by the generic 
term of “The Church,” are imperiled, and as 
he uses the term in this sense aloue. and not as 
referring toany particular sect or body thereof, 
I desire to reply briefly to utterances which, at 
the present tame, it may be feared, will be re- 
ceived by some even of the readers of Tus 
futpung, a6 a logical deduction from correct 


premises. 

Tue wiiter compares the Church to a political 
party. I do not tam such a comparison 2 cor- 
rect one in any view of the case. A sect within 
the Christian Church may, doubtless, with pro- 
priety be compared to a political party, but not 
the Church as such. e Church may be com- 
pared to, or may be spoken of in contradistine- 


tion to, the State, or ite two great ing 
bodies 


of Protestant and Cathohe Christians 
may be compared to the Liberals and Conserva- 
tives of all parties. Or one of its Protestant 
secta—let say, for example, the Congrega- 
tional body of Chrietians—may very properly be 
compared to the Republican party. Or the Re- 
publicans of Brooklyn, N. I., to the Congrega- 
tionalista of Plymouth Church. While these 
comparisons may properly be made use of, 1 do 
not regard it as just in such a connection to 
compare the Church Universal to a political 

arty. 
7 Cacti however, the consideration of such 
distinctions, let us look at that statement in che 
article in question which informs’ us that 
A party that produced traitors and thieves is 
ruined ;” and that asks, “ What shall sustain a 
Charch that produces liars and fornicators ?” 
The writer, having commenced with a miscon- 
ception of comparisons, labors at taiz poiut 
under a similar misappreheasion. For as well 
might he ask, What shall sustain the human 
race that produces liars and fornicators ?” as to 
ask us what shall sustain a Church under similar 
circumatances. That the innate sin of the 
human race produces both liars and fornicators, 
in as true as that men, in joining the Church, 
take their humanity into it with them, and re- 
main prone to sin because of their mortality, 
—not, however, by reason of the teachings of 
Religion, Jet your contemporary remember, but 
in spite of them. 

For, as mankind is prone to evil, so, wherever 
men are congregated, we may expect to discover 
ail the sins of the Decalogue. No one claims, 
nor does any one expect to find, the Church 

free from contamination. Churches as well as 
political parties, until the end at least of our 
time, will contain bad men as in the past, and 
et, as organizations, will remain biameless. 
abroad over the world of our day, we 
have to thank God that, bad as things are around 
rascais are in the minority, else where were 
virtue, and honor, and truth ?—for that these 
overn the public conscience none will deny.

The Chicago Board of Trade is 
therefore in this position: If it enforces its by- 
laws, it willincur the implied censure of the 
courte. If it Joes not enforce them, it will incur 
the censure of certain of its members. Now, 
what is the Board to do? Turn which way it 
will, enforce these rules or refuse to enforce 
them, it can scarcely fail to give such evidence 
of its impotency as shall draw discredit upon it. 
Men will very naturally ask: What is the use 
of u Board of Trade that cannot so much as 
enforce its by-laws? It has deen already 
snubbed more than once by the courts. It will 
be snubbed many a time again unless it em- 
braces an equitable system of legisiation, and 
provides for such cases as that of Friday iast, by 
adopting a series of by-laws in barmony with 
the settled principles of jurisprudence. Unless 
it takes some such step it will find it impossible 
to steer clear between the managers of “ cor- 
ners” and the courts. Its own self-respect and 
permapency demand that it should revise ite by- 
laws immediately. so as to make, them enforcea- 
ble under the jaws of the land. ; 


STATE-RAILWAYS FINANCIALLY CONSID- 
ERED. ‘ 

Mr. Stanley Jevons, Professor of Political 
Economy in Owens College, Manchester, En- 
gland, has published a valuable essay on the 
financial aspects of the purchase of railways by 
the State. He lays down four conditions neces- 
sary for the successful management of an in- 
dustry by the State. Those are: 

1. The work must be of an invariable and rou- 
tine-like nature, so as to be performed acoord- 
ing to fixed rules. 

2. It must be performed under the public eye, 
or for the service of individuals who will im- 
mediately detect and expose any failure or 
laxity. 
3. There must be very little expenditure of 
capital, eo that each year’s revenue and expense 
account shall represent, with approximate accu- 
racy, the real commercial success of the under- 
taking. 
4. The operations must be of such a kind that 
their union under ove comprehensive Govern- 
ment monopoly will lead to great advantage and 
economy. 
The work of the Post-Office fulfills all these 
conditions. It is routine; any mistake in it is 
at once complained of; its capital expenditure 
is very scanty (in England only £164,000 out of 
£3,685,000, or a twenty-second part of the 
whole); and its precision and dispatch are pro- 
motcd by the Government monopoly. The Fall- 
Mali Gazette considera the comparative failure of 
the State-telegraph system in England as due to 
the large capital required at its inception. Its 
failure to meet the third of the conditions Prof. 
Jevons lays down has seMously embarrassed its 
workings. The Professor thinks that railway 
business satisfies only one condition, the second, 
and that only partially. Its work is not routine- 
like, but shifting, requiring to be adjusted from 
time to time to meet or to create new demands. 
Moreover, the economy arising from unity and 
.ontralization’ of management would be more 
thao counter balauced by the want of economy in 
the purchase, use, and sale of stores.” No one 
conversant with the wey in which Goverument 
contz- acts are let wil) doult this statement 
Finally, a vast amount of capital would 
have to besunk ia order to get pos- 
session of the railways, Much more 
than their value would have to be 
paid for them. When the propriety of buying 
up the Irish railroads was being discussed, the 
stock of the respective companies rose from 8 to 
37, from 1354 to 3734, from 33 to 84, from 46 to 
95, from 66 to 93, and from 99 to 112. It is evi- 
dent that a railroad would fetch a far higher 
price after the State hed decided to buy it than 
before. In these cases the mere possibility of 
such a decis in trebled the market-price of some 
shares and doubled that of others. When Great 
Britain bought up the telegraph lines, the coun- 
try was roundly cheated. The stockholders of 
the Isle of Man Telegraph Company received 160 
times the market-price of their shares before 
the State purchase had been decided upon. 
They had paid in £5,000, but their £20 shares 
were worth only 5s. Yet they got £11,774 from 
the plethorio public purse. The public men who 
are laying plans for the acquisition of the rail- 
ways by the Government will do well to buy the 
volume of Owens College Essaye and Ad- 
dresses,” which contains this cogent argument 
of Prof. Jevons, and ponder the facts and infer- 
ences of the latter. 

GORDON GORDON’S CAREER. 
The adveniurer known iu this country as Lord 
Gordon Gordon committed suicide in Manitoba 
on Saturday last. He died as he had lived— 
fraudulently. His talent for cheating justice 
was never moré conspicuously displayed than in 
the last act of hislife. He was under arrest, and 
begged permission of the officers to change his 
clothing. Being released for this purpose, he 
improved the Opportunity to blow his brains out. 
Gordon Gordon's career is one of the most brill- 
iant in the annale of crime. It began in the 
very humble walks of an English gentleman's 
servant. His service in this capacity was im- 
proved to the full im scquiring the rudi- 
ments of polite education, as it goes in 
England and America. He learned to swear 
in a becoming manner, to gamble successfully, 
to stand up under his bottles like a man, to 
sneer at female virtue; and to these accomplish- 
ments were added the gifts with which he was 
endowed by Nature—such as shamelessness and 
inordinate self-confidence. Certain misadven- 
tures with tradesmen whom he had defrauded 
compelled his emigration to America. He dashed 
into notoriety in New York by a sheer exercise 
of impudence that is almost without a prece- 
dent. He claimed to be a real Lord and the 
possessor of a swollen bank account. That 
was enough. He was taken to the heart 
of New York society, the mammas with mar- 
riageable daughters being especial; capti- 
vated by the extrinsic merits of the man. 
Having thus established a position, he turned 
with the ready instinct of a knave to the im- 
provement of the maim chance. He dabbled in 
stock and gold operations in a gentlemanly way; 
and won the confidence of the Street by the 
credit of his sponsors, who knew néthing of him 
except that he was received in good society. 
Among the gentlemen with whom he effected 
business relations were Jay Gould and Horace F. 
Clark. These experienced judges of human na- 
ture, we may suppose, econ pierced through the 
outer-covering of Gordon Gordon's character. 
They set him down for acommon rascal. In this 
they erred. He was a most uncommon rascal. 
Whea he was arrested for fraud, Gould ana 


him under obligations, and secure a convenient 
instrument for difficult and unplessant work. 
Before the trial came on be fled the country, 
takink up a residence in Manitoba. The attempt 
of his boudsmen to secure bis person, the arrest 
of certain officials in Fort Garry on a charge of 
kidnapping, and the final escape of Gordon, are 
matters fresh in the miuds of ordinary newspa- 
per readers. Only a few days ago there was 
another development of the kidnapping scheme 
in the brutal and almost deadly assault upon 
Atty.-Gen. Clark, of Manitoba, in the streets of 
St. Paul. The end which has come is appro- 
priate. It rounds out the full period of a gen- 
erous rascal’s possibilities. 


SELECTION OF CONGRESSMEN. ' 

The Conservative party in Virginia have re- 
vived the ancient and honorable rule, so general 
in the better days of the Republic, of recogniz- 
ing no candidate for Congress who shall seek by 
personal canvass to have himself nominated. 
The resolution, adopted in June last, was as 
follows: 

That an active canvass for the nomination by as- 
pirants for Congressional honors is greatly to be dep- 
recated, and should be discountenanced, 

On July 27, ex-Gov. Gilbert C. Walker and 


Col. John H. Guy addressed a large meeting at 
Richmond as candidates seeking the Conserva- 
tive nomination for Congress; and, next day, 
the State Executive Committee issued a card 
rebukiug both gentlemen, and again impressing 
upon the public the igdecorum of any such at- 
tempt to forestall the popular judgment. 
Thomas Whitebead, an aspirant for Con- 
gressional honors in the Sixth Virginia District, 
has, in like manner, dragn upon himself the 
discipline of the Sta te Committee. Throughout 
the Stute generally the regulation is accepted. 
As a result, delegates to nominating conventious 
in that State go unpledged aud uninstructed, and 
they are free to make the best choice possible. 
The Executive Committee of the same party in 
the State of Georgia have issued certain regu- 
lations for the coming campaign, one of which 
is as follows: 

That we suggest that the personal attendance by 
aspirants for Congress upon primaries and county 
meetings for the purpose of controlling their action, 
and upon Congressional District meetings for the pur- 
pose of electioneering for the nomination, is dure- 
spectful to the delegates and unbecoming the dignity 
of the office sougat. 

This was the principle which governed all 
nominations for Congress in the Southern States 
before the War, ard the result was that that seo- 
tion was always represeuted by men of ability 
and information, whose personal character was 
beyond reproach. The man who was suspected 
of having bought the votes of a delegate, or of 


having packed a local convention, would, 
despite his nomination, been rejected 
by the people, and his further resi- 


dence in that neighborhood would become 
exceedingly uncomfortable. There was a time 
when this same rule prevailed in all parts of the 
Union, and it was owiug to the general departure 
from this practice that seats in the Senate have 
been made articles of merchandise, and that 
nominations for Represeutatives have become as 
much a commodity as wheat, oats, or potatoes. 
A lowering of the general character of Congress. 
and the introduction of mere adventurers, spec- 
ulators, gamblers, and dishonest men, have fol- 
lowed. Fifty years ago Oakes Ames would have 
Leen expelled from Congress upon the first hint 
of an effort to interest members in Credit Mo- 
bilier. In 1872 there were not votes enough to 
expel him for the actual bribery of 4 dozen 
members, nor votes enough to censure those 
who had accepted the bribes. 

Contrast this old aud honorable practice, which 
is to be revived in Virginia and Georgia, with the 
proceedings of the Conyention which met at 
Elgin two years ago and nominated Gen. Steve 
Hurlbut for Congress, when the question of 
who should be nominated depended on the ques- 
tion who would pay the most for this or that 
delegation. All over Iowa, Wisconsin. Minne- 
sota, Indiana, and Illinois. the Congressional 
ineumbents are marshaling their hired bands 
of office-holders to pack conventions and per- 
petuate themselves in Congress. Never, per- 
hape, in the history of the country has the can- 
vase for nominations for Congress been so mean 
and degrading as among the political majority 
this year. The use of money received a sort of 
legitimacy in Kansas, because the Republic- 
an party in Congress refused to dis- 
countenance it. Its suceess there has made 
ite use general, and now no person 
dare venture to seek a nomination who has not 
the means, and who will not pledge himself, to 
pay liberally for the expenses of the nomi- 
nation, and even more liberally for the ex- 
penses " of the election. The office never seeks 
the individual nowadays. That being an honor- 
able principle, and its observance conducive to 
ihe public interest, itis no longer recognized ; 
there being no money in it, it is disearded from 
the code of modern politics. 

The proceedings in Virginia and Georgia are 
creditable to those who haye begun them. They 
indicate tM though those people may have been 
Rebels, they ne\ ertheless piace up@ the office of 
a member of the Congress of the United States 
a dignity and an honor wholly ignored among 
those of their countrymen who have not passed 
through the process of redonstruction.

SHALL WE HAVE MORE SMALL STATES P 
One of the schemes devised for promoting 
the power of the Republican party is the admis- 
sion as States of scantily-peopled Territories 
which are supposed to be gure to send the right 
kind of Representatives and Senators to Wash- 
ington. During the last pession of Congress, 
the House voted to admit Colorado and New 
Mexico. Fortunately, neither bill passed the 
Senate. There are some advantages, after all, 
in the pressure of business in the closing hours 
ofasession. We elect men to pass laws and 
then discover that their failure to do so is by 
far the best thing for the country. Our peculiar 
system of giving representation to the peuple in 
the House and to the States in the Senate 
has been of great utility as 3 check 
on hasty legislation. But it may also do 
great harm, by giving a very small minority of 
the people a practical veto on the acts of the 
majority. A population of 8,921,574, scattered 
through nineteen States, polls thirty-eight Seo- 
atorial votes, while one of 80,192,047, condensed 
into eighteen States, polls only thirty-six. Ne- 
vada, with 42,000 people, counterbalances in the 
Senate Illinois, with 2,539,891, or New York, 
with 4,382,759. This cannot be changed now, 
but a similar disproportion can be avoided in the 
future. Let us have no more small States. 
When a man settles in a Territory he voluntarily 
gives up the blessed privilege of voting for 
Congresemén. There is to injustice in keep- 
ing him to his bargain, The interests of 
the Territory are represented at Washington 
by s Delegate who can talk all he wants to 
and is spared the pain of putting himself 
on record by voting. His constituents can afford 
to wait until they @corporal’s guard

THE POMEROY BRIBERY CASE. 

The Pomeroy bribery case drags its slow length 
along. The Kansas Senator protests his inav- 
cence, yet betrays a most extraordinary dread of 
having his character cleared of all suspicion by 
the verdict of a jury. Four times has his case 
been called, aud four times has be found meaus 
to avoid the mesbes of the law, and to take ad- 
vantage of its delays. It is over a year and a 
‘half since Pomeroy was arrested for the crime of 
bribery. The County Attorney filed an informa- 
tion against him. Pomeroy waived a prelimi- 
nary examination, as all distinguished criminals 
are wont to do, and gave $20,000 bail. This he 
intended, if he could help it, would be the end 


‘of his prosecution. He made for Washington 


immediately to demand an investigation and 
get, as he hoped, whitewashed. In this he did 
not succeed. About five months after the case 
was begun, it was called for trial. His attorneys 
then discovered that they knew nothing what- 
ever about their client’s case. They had not 
had time to make themselves acquatuted with 
the facts in it, or to study up the law of the de- 
fense. The delay was granted, and the lawyers 
allowed time to discover facts and principles of 
law to establish that Pomeroy was not guilty of 
bribery, and that York lied when he said he was. 
Neither facta nor legal principles to suit 
having been discovered to accomplish all 
this, another delay became necessary when 
the trial was called a second time, and Pomeroy 
so played his cards that he obtained it. Between 
the first and second calling of his case Pomeroy 
had his street-encounter with Conway. Oooway 
was arrested and brought to trial. Pomeroy was 
needed as a witness against Conway, and bys 
fortunate coincidence—fortunate for the ex- 
Senator—the two triala were set down for the 
game day and in different counties. Of course 
Pomeroy had to appear in the Conway case ; aad 
justice was again cheated of herrights. At the 
third term of the Shawaee County District 
Court, the case was called again. This time it 
was Pomeroy’s attorneys, not Pomeroy himself, 
who were needed elsewhere. His lawyers 

demanded a postponement of his case besause 
their presence was absolutely demanded in the 
United States Circuit Court at Leavenworth. 

Their request was granted, and the case fixed for 


July 27. July 27 came. It was supposed that 


this time the case would certainly proceed to 
trial before Judge Morton, of Shawnee County. 
Suddenly, however, it was learned that Judge 
Morton bad prejuaged the case, and a motion 
for change of venue was made and granted. 
Before this was done, however, «a motion 
had been made to quash the indictment, 
and it was only after it failed thas Pom- 
eroy’s lawyers had the case removed from 
Judge Morton's jurisdiction. During the inoter- 
val between the third and fourth attempts to 
reach a trial, Pomeroy engaged, as it is said, an 
attorney to go about collecting signatures ask- 
ing that a nolle prosequi should be entered in his 
case. He succeeded even in obtaining the signa- 
ture of A. M. York. This procedure of Pomeroy, 
or of his friends in his bebalf, was in itself a very 
innocent one, considering that filing a string of 
signatures with the Court is not recognized by 
the common law, or by the statute law of Kan- 
sas, as a means to bring « trial to a 
close. A. M. York, and probably many 
of the others who put their signatures to 
the petition in question, knew perfectly 
well that in law the document could have no 
But this circumstance, 
taken in combination with Pomeroy’s persistent 
efforta to avoid coming to trial, is proof that his 
case is a hopeless one. The honest people of 
Kansas feel that his course is the strongest evi- 
dence of his guilt and corruption. We sincerely 
hope that Pomeroy bas reached the end of his 
rope, and that an example will be made of him 
to deter, if possible, others from following in his 
footeteps.

A Motion to Quash the Indictments 
Against Staaden Only Part. 
ly Successful, 


The One Charging Him with Attempting 
to Injure the Insurance Com- 
pany Sustained. 


Anderson’s Case Set for Wednes- 
day.

STAADEN. 

The session of the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning wae given up to hearing the arguments 
on the motion to quash the indictments foand 
against Nicholas Staaden, the alleged incendiary. 
Judge Gary occupied the bench. The room was 
comfortably full of spectators, all of whom were 
able to gratify their curiosity, the prisoner being 
present, and occupying a conspicuous seat. 

. COL. SHIRLEY 

opened the argument by reading the first indict- 
ment, which alleged that Staaden had set fire to 
his building with intent to burn and destroy is. 
He said the indictment purported to be based 
upon the present statute, but an examination of 
that statute failed to disclose any such offense 
as setting fire to one’s property with intent te 
barn it.” He quoted from the statute, giving 
the “ evident construction of the sections, and 
claiming that the burning of one’s own building 
was no Offense, unless the owner set fire to it 
with intent to‘igpite somebody elde’s building; 
the statute defined what that offense should be, 
aud fixed the punishment. His objection to the 
second indictnient, which alleged that Staaden 
set fire tothe building to injure the Aina ln- 
surance Oompany, was that it did not describe 
the building either in general or special terms; 
did not state who owned it, or whether it was 
occupied or not, or where the building was 
located, except generally in the County of 
Cook.” It was essential also to state that the 
accused had an interest in the burning of the 
structure. 


MR. BEED, 
in reply, quoted from a decision in the 47 li- 
nvls, wherein the Supreme Court held that it was 
not necessary to allege ip an indictment that the 
accused bad an insurable interest in the prop- 
erty, but simply to charge that the property was 
insured, which had been done. He urged that 
it made uv difference who owned the building, 
since the Legislature sought to punish a man 
whe set fire to any building with intent to: in- 
jure” ao ipsurance company. In reference to 
the other indiccment, the objections to its va- 
lidity were merely technical, and, in his opinion, 


of Bo Weight. 


THE COURT 
held that the first indictment, “setting fire to 
the building wich intent to destroy it,” was nota 
good one, and he accordingly quashed it. He, 
bowever, sustained the other one. 

Mr. Reed remarked, sotto voce, that he did 
not care a straw” about the first iodict- 
ment, since the punishment under the section 
upon which it was based was only two years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine; under the other one, it 
was from one to ten years and a five. He asked 
that the aceused be required to plead. 

The Court called the prisoner to the bar, and, 
through his counsel, Staaden said not guilty.” 
SETTING A DAY. 

Mr. Reed desired the trial set for Wednesday 
morning. The prosecution claimed that it could 
establish a ‘* diabolical plot” to blow up not 
oaly the building occupied by Staaden, but others 
in tae neighborhood ; hence the case should be 
tried at once, as it was necessary, if the defend- 
aut was guilty, to make an example for the 
public good, 

Col. puirley said it would be impossible for 
him to prepare the defense in so short a time; 
to compe! him to go to trial on the day men- 
tioned would be-“ a mockery of justice.” lle 
«bad known Staaden for twenty years, and would 
show that he was as innocent of the crime 
charged against him as an unborn babe; but he 
could not do it in tuo days. He would sbow 
that when Siaaden left the premises everyilung 
was as it should be; that he leit at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and did not return until between 
8 and 9o’cloca the next meraing. He would 
also prove where be went, and his rea- 
son for going; that his family were out of 
the city, and that he, for recreation, went to 
the suburbs and around” to see his friends, and, 
while be was absent, bis enemies, of whom 
he had many, *‘ concocted a plot to disgrace him 
in his old age.” Threats had been made to hang 
his client, and he (Shirley) had been assailed for 
defending him. Time was needed to get the 
witnesses, and do justice to the accused. 

The Court remarked that the theory of crimi- 
nal prosecutions wae that when an indictment 
was found it was ready for trial immediately, 
unless cause Was shown for a continuance 
on one side or the other. The fact that the 
courts were held from month to month in this 
city did not change the principle, and unless 
there was cause shown for a continuance, and 
conceded to be suilicient by the State’s Attorney, 
or pronounced so by the Court, there was no 
discretion on the part of the Court to postpone 
the trial. 

Mr. Reed urged that the defense had known ef 
the existence of the indictment for a week. 

Col. Shirley wanted the case deferred until the 
September term. 

‘ke Court would not continue ft without 
cause, and the counsel said he would submit an 
affidavit setting forth bis reasons why be should 


writing, but ceased in a little while, say 
he would present the document at the opening 


of the court this moruing.

THE ANDERSON CASE. 

Mr. Chase, on behalf of Auron Anderson, an- 
other of the alleged incendiaries, appeared, and 
entered a motion to quash the indictment found 
against his client. His objection was that the 
time and place of the offense alleged waa not 
stated with reasonable certainty;“ in fact, 
wers too indefinite for the accused to plead to. 

The decision of the Court on the other indict- 
metits covered this one also, and Mr. Chase filed 
his reasons and excepted to the ruling, in order 


to save his rights. 

This case was set for trial Wednesday, counsel 
protesting and urging that material witnesses 
were absent. When it ia called there will prob- 
ably be more efforts to secure delay.

The monthly Baptist Ministerial Conference of 
Chicago was held yesterday morning in the 
rooms of the Baptist Publication Society, the 
Rev. T. W. Goodspeed in the chair. 

ge a owe Morgan, recently elected Profes- 
sor of Homiletics in the Theological Seminary, 
was introduced to the body. 

The Rev. R. DeBaptiste, pastor of the Olivet 


Church, reported that arrangements had been | 


begun for the rebuilding of their church, recent- 
ly destroyed by fire, 

The report of accessions to the churches of 
Chicago and its suburbs showed that thirteen 


had been received by baptism, thirty-six py let- 


ter, and five by experience. 

The Rev. F. M. Smith, of Wheaton, developed 
a skeleton sermon, which was somewhat de- 
structively criticised, 

OPEN COMMUNION. 

The Rev. Mr. Chapell, of Evanston, delivered a 
short éssay on What We Owe to Our Pro- 
fession.” He thought the most important ques- 
tion relating to this subject was, How shall we 
guard our ranks against the open communion- 
ists?” He argued that pedobaptism necessarily 
led to impure membership partly converted and 
partly non-converted, Some pedobaptist Churches 
were notoriously corrupt, such as Roman Cath- 
olle, Lutheran, and Episcopalian, while others, 
like Methodists, Congregationalists,and Presbyte- 
rians, were comparatively pure; but they were pure 
in spite of pedobaptism. What attitude should 
Baptists hold towards these comparativély pure 
pedobaptist Churches? Threé general positions 
had deen assumed: 1. The Baptists in the 
Southern States refuse to recoguize them as 
churches at all; they hold that Baptists are the 


only properly-constituted churches, and no 
others were worthy of recognition as churches ; 
they do not recognize their qainistry, and will 
not exchange. puipite. 2. There is the position 
of tue N of the Baptists in the Northern 
States, which is to recognize the bodies as 
churches, but as erroneously constituted ; they 
fellowship them in many ways, by exe ing 
pulpits, and joining in ev cal en 
but decline te imvite them to the Lord's 
position of the 
the lead of

tists «of England, under 

Hall and Spurgeon, which is to invite the mem- 
bers of other churches to the Supper, but to 
decline to receive them to membership until they 
have been immersed, and have subscribed to 
Baptist doctrines. 

The speaker admttted that all these conditions 
of communion were more or harsh. The 
general tendency im all the Ch 
wards open communion, which doct 
it should prevail, would extinguish and destroy 
all Baptist churches. The question, thea, was, 
where should this tendency stop? The speak- 
et believed the position taken by Northern 
Baptiste was the true um, and 
should be maintained by discussion, 
and by clear, kind, and earnest statements of 
the truth. The tendency to open communion 
was Only found amoug uninformed and unre- 
flecting Baptists ; almost every uninformed Bap- 
tist was au open-communionist. He was one 
once himself; but a conversation with a sound 
Baptist minister cured him. He thought theo- 
logical seminaries should turn more attention to 
this matter; they should teach the warnings of 
ecclesiastical history upon this point, and the 
evidence of prophecy should be adduced. Let it 
be clearly seen that the Baptiste were the only 
perme who made and kept an eociesia, or body 

tept separate from the world. 

Tuk REV. DR. CHENEY, 
who had, by a vote of a preceding meeting, pro- 
pared a statement in regard to preserving the 
purity of the Baptist ministry, submitted the 
following, which was, after a considerable de- 
bate, adopted : 

The following minute is adopted as worthy the 
opinion of this Ministerial Conference: 

1. As ministers, we one it to our profession te guard 
each other's reputation; and heip to extend each 
others influence, and in gomeral te aid each other in 
eur work to extend our power. 

2. As ministers, we owe it to our profession to be 
careful net to imtroduee unworthy or incompetent 
men into it. As our profession is to a creat extent in 
our Own keeping, we must guard it against those who 
will dishonor and degrade it. ; 

3. A® ministers, we owe it to our profession to with- 
hold the hand of ministerial fellowship from those 
who have been pronounced unworthy upon trial by 
peers, and no longer recognize them as ministers, 

The resolutions are understood as having been 
introduced en account of the recent restoration 
of the Rev. Mr. MoUarihy te the Baptist minis- 
terial ranks. 

The Rev. Mr. Goodspeed inquired what Dr. 
Cheney meant by owing it to each other to de- 
fend each others reputations? What would he 
de when muinistew were guilty ? 

Dr. Cheney explained that, until ministers 
wore propetly tied snd convicted by the tribu- 
nals of ths Church, be Would have their charac- 
ters maintained. 

THE KEY. DR. BYEXTs 

admitted that the peor control of bad ministers 
was the weak point in the denomination. Such 
ministers could be turned out, but would 1 
again. He thought the thing could be controlled 
by indirection. Mi Association 
keep out such men; dlack-ball them as the Masons 
do. Dr. Everts did not symyathize with those who 
believed Baptists were the only true Church. 
Close communion was not a part of the essence 
of the Church; it wae à part of its order; and an 
orderly Baptist church could be no other than a 
loss commumion church. To abandon ciose 
communion was to abandon the doctrme that 
immersion wae the only ba ptism. 

The Rev. T. G. Thearle referred to several 
cases where unworthy Baptist nunisters, turned 
out of one church, had gone to remote parts of 
the country, and become ministers in good 
standiug with the denomination again. He re- 
ferred to Mr. Parsball, of California, and to a 
recent case of a Michigan ist minister, 

The Rev. Mr. Thorne, of Missouri, a Oongre- 
vations! minister, said his church met with simi- 
ar difficulties. Men with isms and evangelists 
were the hardest to get aloug with. He did not 
like the idea of being elevated out of his own 
church by some peripatetic evangelist who dis- 

auized things generally. 
r. Kline thought if all the depominational 
apers would publish the names of all anworthy 
ptist ministers they would keep them out of 
Baptist pulpits. 
ME. GOODSPEED 
said no minister who was an ovil man could be 
disciplined successfully. As soon as he should 
be excluded he would go to another church; it 
made no dfference what he hau done; he micht 
be a murderer or have lived in adultery. There 
was that element of mefcy or obstinate inde- 
pendence among Americau Christians which 
would enable such u minister to find a chureh 
that would take him back again. To remedy 
this, he would make it necessary that churches 
that received back such men should be made to 
explain their action, as a condition of member- 
ship in the annual associations. 

Mr. Kiine mentioned the evidence that per- 
sistent aud general publication of bad men in 
the denominational papers, bad kept them out 
of the church. He instanced the Rev. J. B. 
Patch, formerly of Baraboo, Wis. 

Mr. Goods — r we had evidence in 
our own neighborhood a bad man could be 
restored to his denomination by the decision of 
an ex-parte council, constituted for the purpose 
of accomplishing such restoration. There was 
no man in the country so bad but, if he had a 
little talent aye pe „ he could — 2 = in 
the ministry in e an - 
body. He predicted that, 1 Mr. Beecher 
be found guilty of everything charged against 
him, he could organize a church aod draw large 

udiences, and go abead and preach to the end of 
j The difficulty was with the people. 
After some further discussion, the minutes 
above mentioned were adopted.

Hot Weather and Mosquitoes---Mag- 
pies and Canp- Birds. 


A Fine Cabinet of Animal Specimens--- 
Dangerous Bears---Fine 
Fishing. 


Blue River, and the Richest Gold- 
Mines in Colorado. 


Srectal Correspondence of The Chicage Tribune, 
Bion Rrver, Col., July, 1874, 

There may be some mountain-regions where 
the air is always soft, balmy, and cool, where 
the snow never melts, aud the mercury never 
stretches itself out of its boots; but, if it ien’t 
a little on the torrid order in this locality, 10,200 
feet above the sea, at this present writing, then 
may 1 be marked down as an untruthful de- 
scendant of George Washington. Here, on the 
Blue River, at the base of Hooser Pass, withthe 
air so light that a pilgrim is compelled to gasp 
half-a-dozen times in order to fill the lungs once, 
the mercury stands at 90 degrees in the shade, 
fowls rush about with their beaks wide open, and 
the vast fields of snow that once crowned the 
mountains have nearly disappeared. It is visible 
ooly in patches, and these will be whipped out 
inadayorso. If it is as warm in proportion, 
the inhabitants of the Platte and Arkansas Val- 
leys muet bave a sweltering time of it, and the 
only wonder is, how they manage to exist at all, 
Even that elevated piece of real estate known as 
the South Park is suffering from the heat. 
Streams and springs counted upon as reliable 
have disappeared, the grass is drying up, and the 
cattle are seeking other pastures. The resident 
of this locality has one solace, however: the 
evenings are always cool, and sleep—barring the 
mosquitoes, the gnats, and the bed-bugs—is 
deep aud refreshing. 

BUT THE MOSQUITO£LS— 

they are fearful, and, like their native moun- 
tains, formed on a large scale. One of them 
will outweigh a hen of the States kind, and a 
thrust from his bill is like a prod {roma bayonet. 
It is dangerous, during the first part of the 
night, to sleep with the bead uncovered; and, 
even with it covered, the varmints manage to 
crawl under somehow, and make things lively 
for the sleeper. Treacherous, active, vindictive, 
and blood-thirsty, they spare neither age, sex, 
nor condition, and are not to be deterred from 
their nocturnal raids by groans, prayers, or 
curses. In wet, cloudy davs, the agony inflicted 
by these pests upou man aud Least is oe uu- 
endurable; and the ouly relief is to bulid a fire, 
smother it, and staud in the smoke. This is the 
custom unifurmly pursued by all the old hunter 
and trappers. 

But, notwithstanding these petty annoy- 
ances, and other minor inconveniences, camp- 
life in the Rocky Mountains possesses u charm 
that can never wear out, and those who try it 
ouce will always long to try it again. Iue free- 
dom, the freshness, the vastue h, of the moun- 
tains; the 3 of the sctuery; the pure, 
cold water that bubbles out from every gurge :

The raven of this 
country is considerab y larger than a crow, with 
plumage blackei than a coaiheaver, and, I sus- 
pect, is hardly a true representative of the 
raven tribe, save in eating. He is an intolerable 
giatton, and, ike the buzzard, betrave a great 
Wenke for carrion. Ihe most easily-caugut 
and easily-dumescica’ed of all are 

IEE MAGPIES, 

A figure-4 trap, bai:ea with a piece of meat or 
cheese, will take them in by the dozen, and iu a 
week's time thev will hop avout the house and 
over the floor with an assurance wich scews to 
say that they always belonged there. ‘They are 
vatural-Lorn thieves and giuitons, and are foud 
of stowmg away odd pieces of soap, candies. 
thread, or anything that happens to Le lying 
about loose; but they bave a large amouut of 
shrewdness and biro-sense, which, with proper 
care and education, can be developed in a manrer 
that tends to compenrate for many evii qual- 
ities. A minerat Alma, „bo found time hang- 
ing beavily upon bis hands, caught a pair uf 
these birds, and sat bimeelf down to the task of 
learning them to talk. For a time his efforts 
were as hopeless as tliose of a missiovary before 
a Five-P.uints Sunday-school; bat at last per- 
severance copquered, and pow these birds can 
pronounce many words quite plamly. Their 
vocabulary is mainly confined to such phrases as 
are in vogue among the miners, and they swear 
with tke freshness and originality of 
old Vanderbilt himeelf. Upon entering 
cabin where those interestrng 
specimens are confined, the visitor 
is overwheimed with a torrent of such ex- 
pressions aas Git out!” Donn to the bed- 
rock!” “Gone up the flume!” Ante up 
and deal!” “How are ye, tender-foot!” 
Struck it rich!" 0 to the devil! "ete. The 
owner takes great pride in the accomplishments 
of his birds, and refuses to part with them at 
any price. 

Another feathered curiosity peculiar to there 
parts is a bird of a light-gray color, about the 
size of a sparrowhawk, known as 

THE CAMP-BIRD. 

Whenever a tent is pitched and cooking com- 
mences, the camp-birds flock about in great 
numbers, and strut up fearlessly within a few 
feet of the fire. Flesh is their principal diet, 
and it is amusing to see one lug off a piece of 
meat larger thau himself. He first catches it in 
his beak, raises it from the growd, lets it fall, 
catches it again in bis talons, and then soars off 
to the nearest tree, where he feasts at bie 
leisure. Thev have been caught in the open 
hand, and wili take a piece of meat from a 

‘s shoulder without the slightest 
— The general appearance of the bird 
is not calculated to excite admiration ; his voice 
is hart and disagreeable; his gluttony is dis- 
gusting; and he is avoided by all the remainder 
of the feathered creation.

THE FINE CABINET OF SPECIMENS 
collected by Mr. Carter, of Breckinridge,—a 
taxidermist of morefthan local repute.- must not 
be omitted. By dint of much labor and perse- 
verauce, Mr. Carter has succeeded in obtaining 
specimens of nearly all the bids and animals 
peculiar to the Rocky-h ountain region; and the 
visitor can while away an hour or 80 very pieas- 
antly inspecting the curiosities of his cabinet. 
All of the specimens are mounted true to life, 
and it is hara to resist the conviction that some 
of the birds are about to take wing and plunge 
through the door. Here can be seen an artistic 
col ection of white weasele, monntain-rats, mar- 
tans, timber-wolves, wolve:ioes, foxes, sage-hens, 
grouse, giav and black squirreis, ducks of all 
varieties, camp-birds, ravens, hawks, owls, bea- 
vers, badgers, curlews, snipe, ptarmigans or 
mountain-quail, kildeers, jack-rabbits; while 


above is suspended a choice array 
of elk-heads, deer-heads, mountain-sheep, 
etc. The most cunsing fowl are the 


mountain,quail. These little fellows change 
their plumage three imes a year. In the spring, 
they don a modest drab; the fall, this is 
changed for a suit of russet-brown; and, in the 
winter, they a snowy-white. The nests are al- 
ways placed above timber-line, aud are rarely 
ever found. Mr. Carter wae fortunate enough 
to secure a set of their eggs, five in number, 
and this is * 217 to be the only collection in 
the or be eges are about the size of 
those laid by the prairie-chicken, and are beauti- 
fully mottied with small white specas. The pa- 
tient taxide: mist is arranging these with great 
care, and will forward them to the Smi ian 
Iustitute at Washington.

A GREAT TRAVELER. 


A Young Man’s Wanderings, and 
What He Accemplished im 51x 
Years. 

From the San Francteco Call, 

Col. George W. Sherman, a man of 26, iss 
native of Santa Cruz. In 1808, two days after 
the election of President Graut, he was a reai- 
dent in Lower California, and, with two otie: 
men, he conceived the fleak, from mere love of 
adventure, ot jourreying on horseback to San- 
tiago, the Cap ital of Chile. The two friends who 
set out with him were James Pierce and H. 
Thompson ; but on the fifth day of the start 
these faint-hearted companious abandoned the 


enterprise and returned, leaving Col. Sherman 
to pursue his jouruey alone. For 500 miles he 
bad an Indian attendant with him, but this ab- 
origine deserted, and carried off one of the 
two horses which the Colonel had with him, 
Fortuna'eyi, our traveler had resolution enough 
for his uudertaking. His provisions soon gave 
out—were exhausted, inierd, before he had 
c.ossed Central Awerica—bu: he had a rifle and 
a couple of revolvers, and he faced dumptuously 
on game, including broiled parrot and roast 
monkey. For several davs in Peru he feasted ou 
makes. The route selected lay abou: foity miler 
off the coast live of the Pacific. After pass 
ing through Mexico, po danger menaced the 
Colonel exeept from alligators in the Guayaquil 
Swamp. These reptiles were so thickly im- 
bedded in the mud of that region that the 
Colonei’s horse had frequently to step on their 
vacks. A cali of two or three dart duration was 
made at the portof Chamba, in Bolivia. This 
was the oniy civilized place at which the Colonel 
stopped. In niue months and three days after 
leaviog Lower California. Santiago, in Chile, 
was reached. Here a halt was made of a few 
weexs, and Col. Sherman disposed of the 
mule which bad carried him sofar. He then 
took paseage by a Southern Pacific steamer for 
the Straits of Magelian, and was landed at Sandy 
Point. His object was mineral prospecting. He 
crossed the Straits aud spent some months 
among the Terra del Fuegans. Here he discov- 
ered gold, silver, coal, iron, copper, lead, and 
tin in working qualities. Specimens of the gold 
ledges afterward yielded ou assay $450 to the 
ton, and one of these ledges he traced for a dis- 
tance of 570 feet, with a width of 30 feet. From 
Terra del Luega Col. Sherman orossed to the 
main land, and spent many weéss amongst the 
Patagonians, learning the lan e of the tribes 
and observing their habits. e natives of bleak 
Terra del by tng: extremely barbarous. Save a 
clout found their loins they are stark naked, 
male and female, but in very cold weather use 
skins as a shoulder covering. Appareotly, both 
on the island acd main land, the inhabi'ants 
tweeze all the hair out of their bodies, except 
the shook which adorns their heads, and which 
falls down to their necks, and is pressed back 
from the forehead vv a leather strap. The men 
average from 7 to 8 feet in height. One very tail 
fellow measured 9 feet 44¢ inches. Across the 
shoulders he was 4 feet, ard he weighed 500 
pounds. Some of the women, whose altitude 
was taken by the Colonel, were 7 feet 9 inches 
in height. Most of the inhabitants, though mas- 
sive iu body and limb, have small bands and feet. 
Off Terra dei Fueya there are immense numbers 
of seals aod great quantities of fish to feed upon ; 
on the main land, wild horses and wild horned 
cattle roam the valleys in millions, and afford 
abuudance of animal food all the yeat round. 
From Patagonia Col. Sberman returned to 
Chile, bearing with him numerous mineral speci- 
mens. Thenee he journeyed overiand alone to 
the Argentine Republic, his ride occupying 
twelve days. He reached Buenos Avres by way 
of Mendoza. Then he went to Bolivia and ex- 
plored the whole country thoroughly in quest of 
minerals, finding many rich deposits. Paraguay 
was the next country visited, and then Brazil. 
In Brazil the Colonel worked for a couple of 
months in the diamond mines, but realized only 
a trifling sum. From Brazil be went to Monte- 
video, and thence he set sail for Spain, where he 
spent some time in Madrid. Afterward he went 
to Belgium. Leaving Europe, he proceeded to Cu- 
ba, and a short time thereafter he was in Mexico. 
From Mexico he proceeded to New Granada, 
and then to Bolivia and Peru. China was the 
next country to which the Colonel a a visit ; 
then Japan; then the Cape of Gond Hope; then 
the Eastern States; then Mexico, visiing Vera 
Cruz, Guerrero, Huadero, and Sonora; then 
back tothe United States; then down to Mexico, 
whence he transported 500 Indians to Cuba, in 
aid of the insurgents. This occurred forty days 
before the Virginius affair, of which atrocity Col. 
Sherman was an eye witness. He was himself 
imprisoned three dars by the haughty Don.

then to Chili; then to Terra del Fuega; then to 

the main land, and across the G rdilleras to 

Buenos Ayers; then back to Sandy Point, in the 

Straits of Maeelian; then to Chili; then to 

Polivia; then o Peru; thence o Pa ama, and 

so to dan Francisco, Col. She:man has fa- 

mili. rized hin s lf with five South American na- 

tive languages, and be is also a good linguist in 

French, Itahan, aud ish, which latter 

tongue he speaks more fluently than English. 

In addition to the wanderings above described, 

Col. Sherman bas made two other tours almost 
as extensive. Although only 26 years of age, be 

has been away from home thirteen vears, and 
he seems as unsatiated with bis travels as if he 

had made a one-horse trip to New Tak. His 
wanderings have been u taken, not from any 
derire to extend our knowledge of the country 
he visite, but purely from love of adventure and 

in the interest of the precious metals. Col. 

Sherman has, however, made copious notes 
and not a fe sketches by the way, and some 
day, when he reduces these to sequence and 
svstem. a volume of his travels will prove most 
readable.

THE PIRATE OF THE GULF. 


Exploits and End of the Famous La- 
ir:tte, 
From the Charleston News and Courier. 

Jean Latitte, the Firate of the Gult,“ as he 
was usually called, was & Freachman by birth, 
early evlisted in the French navy, and soon fell! 
into the hands of the Euglish, by whom he vas 
crueliy treated, kept a long time in prison, and 
only berated when brought by confinement and 
torture to the very borders of the grave. He 
thus acquired a batred of the English, which he 
took occasion to gratify on the occasion of tue 
memorable attack on New Orleans. 

Of his early lite more than the above is not 
known. That he was wild, restiess, and daring, 
bold, unscrupulous, and cruel, may well be im- 
agined. The lirst positive glimpse we get of his 
mature life is at the Island of Grand Terre, or 
Barataria, au undula ing piece of land, 5 or 6 
nules long, some 60 miles west of the delta ol 
the Mississippi. Hee, in a good harbor, in a 
strong bavural position, made stronger by ivris 
aud batteries well armed aod manued, Jean La- 
fitte, wiih 600 or 800 men and eight or ten ves- 
— established his headquarters about the year 
1807. 

From this stronghold his cruisers went forth, 
sometimes uoder one fag and sometimes under 
auother, plandering the rich merchantmen which 
were traversing he gulf on their way toa protit- 
able market. Put Laflite repelled the appella- 
tou of pirate. He claimed to be only a priva- 
teer. Spain had become involved in war with 
her Souto American colonies, aud tue latter 
were sevuuing out privateers to prey upon Spanish 
commerce. Fiom the Government of Cartagena, 
Lafitte obtained a commission, aud entered upon 
a caicer of plunder, little caring what flag bis 
victims bore so they covered a rich cargo. 

Spanish, French, Englisa, and American were 
all the same to him, and he soon became a terror 
to all honest wayigatore. The ravages of the 
Alabama and other Confederate cruisers Were 
small compared with the bavoc made by Lafitte’s 
piratical fleet. It is estimated that 400 
riebly laden ships were captured by him and his 
lieutenants, their cargoes being marketed in 
New Or.eans, into which port they were smug- 


gled. 

Finally, io 1818, the authorities of Louisiana, 
weary ot the lawlessness carried on 80 near their 
borders, issued a proclamation through Gov. 
Claiborne, dated New Orleans, March 15, 1813, 
reciting the numerous acts of piracy and smug- 
gling with which the occupants of Barataria 
were charged, aud ordered them to dispeise. Ihe 
prociamation was disregarded, and soon after 
the Governor offered a reward of $5,000 for La- 
titte’s head. This was shortly followed by a 
counter-proclamation from the pirate, promis- 
ing a reward of 660.000 to any one who would 
deiiver Gov. Claiborne into his bands, 

Matters were in this condition, when, late in 
1814, the English resolved to actack New Or- 
leans. But the difficulties in ascending the 
Mississippi were numerous, and they finaily re- 
solved to seek a passage through Barataria and 
its bavous; and, considering our relation be- 
tween the authorities of New Orleans aud the 
piratical crew at that point, they were confident 
of attaching Lafitte to their interest. Thus, on 
the 30th of August, 1814, Capt. Lockyer, of the 
British ship Sopbie, salted on that mission. The 
Baratarian chief then had 1,100 men under his 
command, and thirteen armed vessels. 

Capt. Lockyer was permitted to laud, and had 
a private interview with the pirate, at which he 
offered nim, as a reward for bis co-operation, 
$50,000 in coin, a commission in His Majesty's 
navy, and a free pardon for himself and follow- 
ers. Lafitte requested ten days for consider- 
ation, pretending a desire toconsult some of his 
associates who were then absent. 

As before intimated, Lafitte hated the English 
on account of their crueity to him in early life, 
His interest, too, was with the Americans. New 
Orleans was his best market for stolen goods, 
and it was important that he should conciliate 
the American Government. Therefore, he in- 
stantly departed for New Orleans, presented 
himself before Gov. Claiborne in disguise, laid 
before Lim the dispatches from Capt. Lockyer, 
and otbers from Lafitte, promising to aid the 
American cause, if pardoned. 

At the time of his arrival an expedition was 


bold, and he asked that it be delayed. Claiborne 
laid the letters before his Council, but they 
would not believe them genuine, and the ex- 
pedition was ordered to sail. Sorely disappoint- 
ed, Lafitte returned; but before he reached bis 
quarteis his forte bad been attacked, bis fleet 
sunk or captured, and bis men scattered. The 
spoil that feil into the hands of the Americans 
amounted to $500,000. 
It was (00 late to accept the flattering over- 
tures from the English, even if he was so io- 
clined, and his ouly salvation was in an Amer- 
ican alliauce. He accordingly again wrote to 
Claiborne, saying that be and his command were 
„willing to enroll themselves against the enemy.” 
Gen. Jackson wys consulted, and was strongly 
in favor of the scheme. Accordingly, Gov. 
Claiborne issued @ prociamation, concluding as 
follows : 
I therefore do hereby invite them (the Bara- 
tarians) to join the standard of the United 
States, and am authorized to say that should 
their conduct iv tae field merit the approbation 
of the Major-General, that that officer will unite 
with the Governor in a nent to the President 
of the United States to extend to each and ev- 
ery individual so marching and so acting a free 
avd full pardon.”

GRASSHOPPERS IN MANITOBA. 
Tornosto, Can, Aug. 3.—A dispatch from 
Fort Garry says that reports from all sections of 
Manitoba indicate that the grasshopper ravages 
are hot so bad as were at first reported, Fully a 
oue-half crop is expected.
